The Alternative GiVin the Survivors of 


the Turkish Massacres.

CON8TANTlNOPLE,Nov.29.—The Turkish 


troops en route to Zeitun have arrived at 
Jarah where then have halted, - pending 
the result of the negotiations with the 
Armenians who are in possession of Zei- 
un. The conditions offered to the Arme- 
nians included the surrender of their arms 
as well as the leaders of the recent revolt 
n Zeitun to the Turkish troops. The Ar- 
menian survivors of the massacres at 
Arahkir Moosu and Harpoot, it is said, 
lave been offered the choice of ernbrac- 
ng Islam ism or being put to the sword. 
Upon strength of assurances given by 


the Porte to Sir Philip Currie, British 
ambassador to Turkey, tbat the sultan 
would permit each of the powers to send 
nto the Bosphorus a second guard ship. 
Sir Philip telegraphed to Admiral Sey- 
mour, commanding the British Mediter- 
ranean squadron, requesting him to dis- 
>atch the gunboat Dryad to the Bospho- 
rus at once. The Dryad was expected to 
arrive at Osanakkale at 11 o'clock the 
morning of November 28. The Porte was 
so informed, but no authority to pass 
.hrough the straits of Dardannellas had 
been given up to the time of writing this 
dispatch. 


The Sultan upon learning this news be- 


came greatly disgusted and at the hour of 
midnight sent messages to Tewflk Pasha, 
breign minister, and Said Pasha, ex- 
grand vizier. Sir Philip Currie is now 
awaiting instructions from Lord Salisbury 
and the other foreign diplomats have in 
;he meantime asked their 'respective 
governments for instructions. 


HORRIBLY MANGLED. 


Started for Home Drunk and was Ground 


to Pieces on the Track.

BELLOWS FALLS, VT., Nov. 29.—When 


the express train over the Fitchburg road 
reached here last night the employes in 
the engine house found the locomotive 
wheels and machinery covered with blood 
and parts of a human body in small pieces. 
Taking an engine and one car examina- 
tion of road was immediately made be- 
tween here and Walpole. 
Aoout three 


miles south, 
along 
the 
farm 
of 


Copely Amory there was found the 
ghastly remains of a 
body strung 


along for half a mile or more. The body 
had been literally cut into small pieces 
and was entirely unrecognizable. As 
much of it as possible was gathered up 
and conveyed to Walpole village. This 
morning it was identified by a peculiarity 
of the shoe as that of Charles Wellman, 
twenty-one, who lived at Walpole with 
his widowed mother and was employed as 
a blacksmith at Westminster. He was 
formerly 
employed here and 
later 


on the 
Fitchburg railroad. 
Investi- 


gations shows that he spent yesterday 
at saloons in North Walpole and Bellows 
Falls and was seen in the evening badly 
intoxicated going down the track in the 
direction ot the place where he was killed. 
Much interest attaches to the case regard, 
ing the liability of the party furnishing 
the man liquor, as a few years ago at al 
most the identical spot a man was killed 
under similar circumstances and the hotel 
proprietor of Walpole was required to 
pay heavy indemnity.

The death of James Kelly which oc-

Our seriously patriotic fathers used to 


require our youthful and reluctant attend- 
ance at Thanksgiving church services out 
of respect to the Governor and the tradi- 
ditions of the state of Massachusetts, if 
for co other reason.

A Blacklnton Citizen Makes 
Pleasant

BLACKINTON, Nov. 28,1895. 


EDITOTI TRANSCRIPT.—In these times of 


city politics it seems to me as though a 
few words in regard to one who may be a 
candidate for office would not be out of 
place.

Tbe Problem In Laanchluc a Ship. 
Impressive as the launch of a great 


vessel always is, it nevertheless seems a 
simple matter. 
All there is to do is to 


build two toboggan slides under the 
ship, raise her from the supports on 
which she has been resting, pnt a lot ef 
tallow on the slides, and, when you are 
ready, saw loose the thick plank that 
holds the ship by the nose and let her 
glide into the water. 
You must have 


the -wine to christen her, and a crowd 
to cheer her, and some tugs to catch-her 
and bring her back to her pier; but all 
these are mere details, and it wonlO 
seem as if any ship could almost launch 
herself if she had half a chance. 


A launch is simply taking a ship from 


the Bide of a stream down to the bank 
and dropping her in the water where 
she belongs. This involves the task o£ 
lifting a mass of iron, in a ship like 
the St. Louis, of about 7,000 tons» and 
the work of lowering it carefully for a 
distance of from 20 to 40 feet. All this 
lias to be done in the space of about 80 
seconds, during which the vessel moves 
nearly COO feet. 
At once yon can see 


that this is an enormous task. 
It in- 


volves the greatest responsibility in a 
short time that the shipbuilder 'meets. 
There is no opportunity to correct er- 
rors. Every mechanical appliance must 
work to perfection, and the manual de- 
tails must be as nicely adjusted as the 
parts of a watch. Yon can launch a ves- 
sel, as yon can build one, on the rale of 
thumb or the hit or iniss plan, and you 
may not come to grief; but it is best to 
put all these things in charge of that 
master spirit called science, which has 
done so much for our physical advance- 
ment in this world, for then yoti know 
that it will bo done properly.—"Launch- 
ing a Great Vessel," by Franklin Mat- 
thews, in St. Nicholas.

Away With $35,000,000. 


Chief Robber Gets Fourteen 


Years' Imprisonment. 


Two Others Get Light Sentences and Tv.'o 


Are Given Their Freedom. 


LONDOS, Nov. 29.—The courtroom was 


crowded when Jabez Spencer Balfour and 
Bis fellow-defendants, who 
have been 


twice found guilty of frauds in connection 
with the Liberator Building society and 
oilier kindred companies, were arraigned 
for sentence. 


The court sentenced Balfour to 18 years' 


imprisonment—seven years for each con- 
viction. Brock was sentenced to nine 
months and Theobald to four months' 
imprisonment. 


Wrifcht, and Dlbley were discharged, the 


jury Having found them not guilty. The 
remaining charges against Balfour and 
his associateR wero dropped. 


Robbed the Defenielm. 


On a par with the South Sea bubble and 


the Kaffir craze was the financial scheme 
BO widely ruinous to confiding investors 
operated by Jabez Balfour. The losers 
through the collapse of his companies 
wore literally to be numbered by hundreds 
of thousands.

His father and mother had been temper-

built upon the ruins of the Alliance Na< 
tional Land, Building and Investine-al 
cociety, and the States bank and a numbci 
of other allied concerns known as tho A:. 
Uance group. 


Balfonr the Controlling Genial. 


The basis of tho organization was ev 


pressed in taa Latin motto: 
"Ijihcr.-i 


eeiles liberum tacit"—a free home makrs a 
freeman. Its name was f success; hun- 
dreds ot Congrcsationalistfl were attracted 
by its prospectus, and an appeal was mndi 
to Nonconformist minister? and otheri 
connected with temperance and religions 
societies all over th» land to promote !t« 
beneficent objects. In 1875 another usso- 
clatiou was hatched, tha "Lands Allot- 
ment company," with practically «h« 
same directorate and JalK'7 Spencer Bal- 
four as the controlling g-nius. 


From this period onward there was a 


regular succession of new companies. In 
most of these concerns there was a regu- 
larly paid dividend of 5 per cent to tlis 
shareholders and 4 per cent to depositors, 
The recklessness of tlie financing vraj 
never surpassed.
